The  Music  Man  is  the  story  of  Professor  Harold  Hill  and  his  impact 
on  the  sleepy  town  of  River  City,  Iowa.  Hill  arrives  in  that  small 
community  on  July  4,  1912,  with  every  intention  of  fleecing  the 
town's  citizens.  But  even  with  nothing  but  the  lowest  of  intentions, 
he  inadvertently  brings  joy  into  their  lives  and  into  his  own  life  as 
well.  His  "con"  is  simple  but  effective:  he  convinces  a  town's 
residents  he  can  teach  their  children  to  play  in  a  marching  band  if 
they  buy  the  instruments  and  uniforms  he  has  for  sale.  Then  he 
simply  collects  the  money  and  escapes  without  fulfilling  his 
promises.  His  best  laid  plans,  however,  go  wonderfully  awry 
when  he  falls  in  love  with  the  town  librarian,  Marian  Paroo,  who 
makes  an  honest  man  of  this  perennial  huckster.  Trapped  by  his 
own  love  for  Marian,  Hill  is  literally  forced  to  face  the  music  when 
he  is  made  to  "conduct"  his  rag-tag  orchestra.  While  the  children 
can  hardly  play  their  instruments,  the  inner  music  that  Hill  and 
the  band  bring  into  the  life  of  the  town  transforms  River  City-

The  Sheep  and  the  Shepherd

An  excerpt 

The  blue  planet  seemed  not  to  move  at  all.  For  as  long  as  he  had 
been  here,  the  stars  behind  it  always  gave  the  impression  of 
timelessness,  and  settled  their  aura  over  this  globe.  It  hung, 
suspended  in  time  and  so,  in  the  agelessness  of  space,  the  planet 
conformed  and  seemed  infinite  as  well.  No  amount  of  looking 
would  reveal  the  true  nature  of  this  blue  isle  in  space.  He  could 
look  for  hours  at  unchanging  cloud  and  at  motionless  continents, 
and  then  blink,  and  suddenly,  without  any  memory  of  change,  the 
planet  would  be  different.  He  knew  it  had  changed,  yet,  never 
having  seen  the  change  take  place,  he  felt  it  had  an  unreal  quality, 
a  deceiving  air  that  fooled  his  eyes. 

It  shone  blue-white,  but  more  white  as  the  sensor  drew  back, 
until  it  was  a  small  white  dot  beside  a  large,  yellow  star,  sur- 
rounded by  other  dots.  Then  the  star  would  engulf  it  and,  over- 
whelmed by  the  light  of  its  neighbour,  it  would  hide  itself  from  the 
cosmos.  It  would  be  no  different  from  any  other  star,  and  no 
different  from  what  the  inhabitants  of  the  other  planets  would 
think  of  themselves.  The  same. 

Yet  it  was  not  so  on  this  orb.  Not  the  same.  It  might  have 
been,  had  it  not  been  for  the  one  contradictory  mass  floating  high 
above  its  surface.  It  might  have  been,  had  the  planet  the  capability 
to  launch  such  masses  of  its  own.  The  masses  might  have  even 
been  there,  a  long  time  ago,  had  the  time  not  have  been  obscured 
from  racial  memory  and  lost  in  the  planet's  legend. 

This  mass,  obscured  behind  the  planet's  moon,  had  the 
strange  quality  of  near-invisibility  among  the  stars.  Looking  down 
towards  the  planet  it  might  have  made  a  silhouette,  but  the 
inhabitants  of  the  planet,  unlike  their  brothers  in  space,  were  not 
looking  down,  and  so  it  was  invisible  to  those  below.  The  ship  had 
no  lights,  as  perhaps  a  man  from  the  surface  might  expect,  nor  a 
name.  But  to  those  inside  the  ship,  there  was  no  need  for  any  of 
this.  None  of  them  had  suggested  a  name  for  it,  and  the  option  was 
not  open  to  those  below,  so  it  willingly  joined  the  mass  of  sameness 
that  was  the  galaxy  -  but  not  this  planet.  It  was  not  the  same. 

The  ship's  Captain  was  proud  of  this,  in  an  abstract  way,  as 
he  turned  away  from  the  transparent  pane  on  the  ship's  polyp 
hull,  and  returned  to  his  rippling  monitors.  He  was  not  a  Captain, 
really,  but  he  was  the  only  one  of  the  ship's  limited  and  largely 
unnecessary  crew  that  had  been  there  continuously  since  his  part 
of  the  project  had  begun.  While  no  one  would  expect  him  to  be  the 
Captain,  nor  even  imagine  that  he  wished  to  be  the  Captain,  it  was 
so,  and  there  were  no  objections. 

He,  however,  did  wish  to  be  Captain,  but  the  conditioning  of 
his  past  had  prevented  him  from  realizing  it  at  first,  and  then 
admitting  it.  It  was  only  the  years  that  he  had  spent  here  that  made 
him  want  the  post.  He  did  not  like  to  think  that  such  a  remote  and 
inconsequential  place  could  have  changed  his  preconceptions  of 
himself,  but  he  was  at  a  loss  to  explain  otherwise.  However,  he  did 
like  it  the  way  it  was. 

He  placed  his  pink,  fleshy  hand  against  the  smooth  surface

The  ship  knew  what  it  meant, 
and  instantly  in  an  inside  vision,  the  planet  below  opened  up  to 
him  with  more  clarity  than  his  eyes  could  ever  give  him,  and  he 
looked  with  intensity  at  what  had  once  been  a  nameless  experi- 
ment but  what  the  stubborn  nature  of  the  inhabitants  had  forced 
him  to  call  Earth. 

He  swooped  downwards,  imagining  that  he  could  feel  the 
moisture  of  its  atmosphere  beading  on  his  skin,  eyes  squeezed  shut 
by  instinct  and  tears  seeping  from  them.  He  felt  the  sensation  of 
incredible  motion  yet  knew  it  was  merely  the  'eyes'  of  the  ship 
refocusing.  Blind,  he  twisted  through  the  cloud  cover,  and  then  the 
planet  was  visible  to  him.  With  delight,  he  found  that  he  could  see 
where  to  go. 

The  ship  recognized  that  it  was  to  be  another  session  of 
observing,  and  imagined  that  it  would  remember  all  that  both  of 
them  experienced  here.  Subtly,  its  perception  of  this  excursion 
changed,  and  it  recorded  all  that  went  on. 

The  Captain,  at  first,  did  not  have  a  goal  in  mind.  He  knew 
nothing  had  changed  since  his  past  visit,  by  following  the  wave 
broadcasts  that  they  had  mastered  sending,  but  he  felt  the  need  to 
oversee.  He  flitted  from  high  plain  to  crowded  coastal  city,  his 
imagined  body  coasting  the  receptive  pathways  of  the  ship's 
sensory  organs,  and  viewed  in  passing  many  scenes  of  the  Earth. 
He  saw  the  his  own  face  reflected,  marred  slightly  by  compassion 
and  emotion  for  their  fellows.  The  way  the  Earth  people  interacted 
was  still  an  enigma  to  him.  It  stretched  his  mind  to  understand  the 
reason  behind  the  actions  of  Earth-born  humans  when  they  would 
berated  or  attacked  another.

The  people  on  this  planet 
never  accepted  their  circumstances  or  accepted  that  others  were 
simply  how  others  were.  They  avoided  the  basic  facts  of  human 
life:  everyone  wished  to  better  their  situation,  and  many  actively 
changed  it.  Those  many  were  admired,  and  the  more  they  changed 
their  lives  or  the  lives  around  them,  the  more  they  were  loved  by 
their  kin.  When  he  had  first  come,  it  was  a  trait  that  he  had  found 
disturbing;  it  did  not  exist  in  the  peaceful,  placid  galaxy  in  which 
he  had  been  raised.  It  had  seemed  so  alien,  and  yet  now  he  longed 
for  it.  Perhaps  he  had  become  like  them  as  well. 

Back  home,  the  galaxy  did  not  try  to  change  or  adapt.  They 
were  already  so  perfectly  adapted,  some  might  say  thriving,  for 
the  biological  polyp  starships,  starbases  and  structures  seemed  so 
perfect  for  them.

]!was  like  a  bird... gliding  on  grace."  And  the  man  looks  away,  out 
into  the  street  lined  with  cars.  He  reaches  into  his  pocket,  and 
produces  a  sterling  silver  chain  with  a  charm  on  it.  It's  a  little  bird 


with  a  small  ruby  for  an  eye.  And  he  holds  it  out  in  front  of  me, 
the  silver  catching  a  glint  of  light,  sparkling  as  it  spins.  "I  gave 
this  to  her  a  long  time  ago... and  she  sent  it  back  to  me  not  so  long 
ago.  She  wrote  me  a  letter,  saying  she  wanted  you  to  have  it. 
Now... now  I  know  what  she  meant."  And  he  holds  it  out  for  me, 
still  spinning.  I  reach  up,  my  small  hand  grasping  the  silver  chain. 
I  slip  it  over  my  head.  He  smiles  at  me,  and  another  tear  slips 
down  his  face.  He  nods  a  little,  and  stands  up.  He  goes  to  the  end 
of  the  walkway  where  the  fence  joins  the  sidewalk,  and  turns 
around,  glimpsing  just  one  last  look.  "I  think... I  think  you'll  be 
like  her... I  think  you'll  be  able  to  glide." 

And  he  turns  and  walks  away.  I  haven't  seen  him  since. 

Ten  years  of  people  telling  me  stories  of  my  mother,  ten 
years  of  people  sending  their  condolences,  ten  years  of  others 
crying  to  me  about  the  loss.  Ten  years.  And  of  everything 
anyone's  ever  said  to  me,  that's  what  stuck.  That  unknown  man 
telling  me  he  thought  I  could  glide. 

I  often  wonder  if  he's  ever  realized  what  an  impact  those 
words  have  had  on  my  life.  They've  been  my  inspiration,  my 
motivation,  my  everything.  I  still  think  about  that,  curious  to 
know  if  I  can  walk  like  that,  if  I  can  glide. 

My  grandmother  once  said  that  I  walked  with  deliberate 
slowness. 

What  a  bitch. 

I  remember  someone  once  asking  me  what  it  was  like  not 
to  have  a  mother.  Well,  I  don't  really  know;  I'm  not  even  sure 
what  it's  like  to  have  a  mother.  The  idea  just  seems  so... foreign  to 
me  now.  It  was  such  a  long  time  ago;  the  only  thing  I  distinctly 
remember  about  her  is  her  gorgeous  strawberry  blond  hair,  it  had 
such  a  beautiful  red  tint  to  it. 

I  remember  being  little  and  wanting  to  know  about  her. 
What  she  liked,  who  she  liked,  the  kind  of  dresses  she  had, 
perfume  she  wore.  I've  tried  so  hard  to  remember  if  she  had 
nicknames  for  me,  or  if  she  read  to  me  at  night  when  I  was  young. 
I've  tried  so  hard  just  to  see  her  in  my  mind,  to  make  out  her 
features.  But  it's  always  so  blurred,  and  I  never  really  see  her, 
hear  her  voice.  Just  sort  of  a  vision  of  someone  in  a  dream,  but 
someone  I've  never  met. 

But  now  the  time  of  wanting  to  know,  of  needing  to  know, 
is  beginning  to  pass.  Yet  I  still  catch  myself  watching  mothers  and 
daughters  at  the  movies  or  the  mall,  and  wondering  what  it  must 
be  like.  I'm  so  used  to  not  having  her  around  that  I  often  think  I'm 
better  off  that  way. 

But  maybe  that's  why  that  necklace  means  so  much  to  me; 
it  makes  the  vision  clearer,  gives  me  something,  the  only  thing,  to 
hang  on  to. 

I  hate  it  when  people  ask  me  questions  about  her.  I've 
thought  enough  about  it  that  I  just  want  to  forget  it. 

But  Julia  tells  me  it's  not  good  to  forget.  She  says  she'd 
much  rather  have  had  the  time  with  her  mother  that  she  got,  as 
opposed  to  none  at  all.  Jake  feels  the  same  way.  I'm  not  sure,  but 
when  our  mothers  died,  it  seemed  that  all  that  was  left  was  us,  as 
though  there  was  no  one  else  who  mattered,  no  one  else  who 
cared.  And  the  three  of  us  went  through  all  of  it  together;  it  sort  of 
bonded  us,  I  think.  And  I  still  feel  that  way,  that  all  we  have  is 
each  other.

1    Space  Exploration 
by  Soraya  Roberts 

Excerpts 

As  early  as  its  conception,  questions  about  Earth  were  being  composed  by  as  yet  unformed  mouths  of  future  astronomers.  Despite 
their  inadequate  resources,  their  superior  minds  and  tenacity  allowed  them  to  set  the  stage  for  future  space  exploration.  In  the  16th 
century,  Galileo  Galilei  initiated  the  use  of  the  telescope  for  astronomy.  His  observations  induced  his  infamous  opposition  of  the 
ancient  Aristotelian  teachings,  asserting  that  the  earth  was  not  the  centre  of  the  universe.  Galileo's  discovery  was  a  major  advance  in 
astronomy,  not  simply  due  to  its  accuracy  but  also  as  it  proved  that  the  church  was  not  infallible.  During  the  successive  century,  Sir 
Isaac  Newton,  a  physicist  and  mathematician  by  vocation,  added  a  mathematical  aspect  to  Galileo's  observations  of  space  (Newton's 
Laws  of  Gravitation,  still  used  in  physics  today).  Although  the  mathematics  of  the  universe  had  been  thoroughly  studied  over  the 
years,  its  physical  observations  remained  crude  and  inundated  with  faults.  Due  to  the  fact  that  the  solar  system  was  being  viewed 
from  the  earth  mistakes  akin  to  Heraclitus'  -  'the  sun  can  be  no  more  than  twelve  inches  in  diameter'1  -  were  not  infrequent.  But  as 
Francis  Bacon  sagaciously  stated:  'If  a  man  will  begin  with  certainties,  he  shall  end  in  doubts;  but  if  he  will  be  content  to  begin  with 
doubts,  he  shall  end  in  certainties.'2  Thus,  only  three  and  a  half  centuries  later,  the  same  species  that  repudiated  Galileo's  assertion, 
'Upper  si  muove'3,  experienced  just  that,  from  the  surface  of  the  earth  and  more  intimately  by  floating  through  space.  The  space 
vessels  were  constructed  by  hands  of  the  future,  but  without  the  astronomical  advances  sired  by  Galileo's,  Newton's  and  Copernicus' 
minds,  they  would  have  remained  nonexistent. 

Although  its  benefits  are  unarguable,  space  exploration  is  not  flawless.  The  ramifications  of  its  monetary  demands  and  the 
immoral  reasons  for  which  it  began  cause  scientists  to  shake  their  heads.  Such  malefactions  could  lead  to  Albert  Einstein's  reiteration 
of  his  famous  regret  after  designing  the  H-bomb:  'If  only  I  had  known,  I  would  have  been  a  watchmaker'.  Although  there  are  un- 
equivocal benefits,  space  exploration  should  still  remain  secondary  to  earthly  concerns. 

As  we  live  in  an  age  redolent  with  science,  pragmatism  and  precise  explanations,  reasons  for  space  exploration  seem  redun- 
dant. NASA  (National  Aeronautics  and  Space  Administration)  continually  sends  up  astronauts  under  such  pretences  as  to  'tackle 
down-to-earth  environmental  and  climactic  challenges'4  (in  Dec.  1995).  Although  the  space  programs  do  send  men  to  collect  scientific 
data  about  the  solar  system  and  the  universe,  in  William  E.  Burrows'  words:  'this  is  only  a  supremely  honourable  excuse  to  visit  new 
worlds'5 .  Man's  ultimate  reason  for  exploring  the  unknown,  as  with  all  other  endeavours,  is  to  gain  knowledge  and  leave  his  imprint 
on  the  universe. 

*  *  * 

In  itself,  no  moral  arguments  can  be  proposed  against  space  exploration  programs.  Ethics  is  the  study  of  humans  and,  being  an 
inanimate  subject,  there  is  nothing  inherently  wrong  with  space  exploration.  However,  arguments  against  it  can  arise  due  to  the 
human  participation  in  its  workings.  A  moral  argument  stemming  from  the  roots  of  these  programs  is  the  reason  for  their  formation. 
In  1958,  the  goals  of  the  National  Space  Act  were,  in  the  words  of  William  E.  Burrows,  'less  to  do  with  science  and  exploration  than 
with  beating  the  Soviets  by  any  means  possible  and  deriving  favourable  propaganda  in  the  process'" .  Therefore,  planetary  explora- 
tion, while  valuable  in  its  own  right  and  theoretically  above  politics,  took  a  supporting  role  to  the  more  significant  issue  of  Soviet 
competition.  In  1961,  all  of  America  could  be  heard  pounding  their  fists  from  the  knowledge  that  Yuri  Gagarin,  a  Soviet,  was  the  first 
man  to  travel  in  space.  Having  been  overcome  by  an  enemy  nation,  communist  no  less,  America  started  to  take  action.  Even  the 
renowned  NASA  was  a  slave  to  its  extreme  aversion  to  communism  (Sputnik,  was  the  professed  impetus  for  its  creation)  rather  than 
acknowledging  the  original  aspiration  of  Galileo  and  his  kin.  The  ethical  question  surrounding  this  issue  is  whether  or  not  we  can  be 
certain  that  programs  in  the  future  will  be  formed  with  honourable  goals  in  mind.  Although  scientists  begin  with  their  thirst  for 
knowledge,  political  aspects  tend  to  erode  their  moral  purpose.  To  overcome  this  doubt,  future  space  exploration  programs,  above  all 
;    else,  should  reassess  what  their  forefathers  intended  to  do,  and  determine  whether  to  this  they  remain  true. 

j  The  most  obvious  moral  dilemma  with  the  space  exploration  is  its  excessive  monetary  demands.  The  country  who  suffers 

i    most  from  its  expenditures  on  space  programs  is  Russia.  It  was  estimated  in  1991  that  their  space  budget  was  above  America's,  which 
was  already  over  $19  billion'".  Having  an  economy  that  is  already  faltering  if  not  moribund,  spending  money  on  such  an  expensive 
program  diminishes  any  hope  for  recovery.  As  a  result  such  companies  as  the  World  Bank  had  to  provide  excessive  loans  to  Russia 
for  its  economy.  The  irony  of  the  deal  was  that  a  significant  sum  of  the  loans  were  donated  toward  the  space  program,  which  could 
have  gone  to  the  economy.  The  immorality  of  this  issue  is  unequivocal.  If  the  Soviet  Space  Program  were  cut  so  that  fewer  launches 
were  set  and  less  money  spent,  its  economy  would  have  a  much  greater  chance  of  reviving  itself.  This  would  allow  a  far  better 
lifestyle  for  its  inhabitants.  If  the  country  was  thriving  it  would  benefit  significantly  from  the  knowledge  obtained  by  investigating  the 
universe  without  impoverishing  its  populace. 

In  the  television  series  Star  Trek:  The  Next  Generation,  space  exploration  is  the  norm.  It  pervades  the  lives  of  this  fictional 
civilization,  but  this  is  only  after  Earth  became  a  Utopia.  Perhaps  the  genius  behind  NASA  should  take  a  moment  to  tune  into  the 
illustrious  minds  behind  this  program.  The  reality  of  our  situation  is  that  we  have  jumped  beyond  our  planet  before  addressing  its 
problems  first:  poverty,  illness  and  economic  distress.  Although  a  utopia  is  impossible  to  attain,  attention  could  be  applied  more 
readily  to  these  three  concerns.  Rather  than  devoting  billions  of  dollars  and  brain  power  to  space  exploration,  Earth  should  be  given 
priority.  As  its  convalescence  begins,  space  exploration  does  not  have  to  be  obliterated,  but  simply  reduced.  Once  economies,  such  as 
Russia's,  have  built  strength  more  wealth  and  support  will  be  available  to  nourish  space  programs.  Consequently,  rather  than 
running  programs  which  have  no  public  support,  populations  will  become  vibrant  with  the  thirst  for  a  knowledge  of  the  unknown. 
Concerns  have  arisen  as  to  the  length  of  time  it  would  take  for  such  a  societal  transformation  but  to  this  one  must  remember  the 
words  of  Einstein,  a  stargazer  himself:  1  never  think  of  the  future.  It  comes  soon  enough'.  r-j
